With the civil war increasing in intensity day by day, large numbers of atr- 
planes are being deployed to drop bombs indlecriminstely, Dead and wounded 

&re found in the strests, houses are being destroyed, the wounded are groaning 
for lack of medicine, and homeless, hungry refugees are everywhere, 


This situation is becoming more serious with the approach of winter, Despite 
the efforts of the authorities, 1% is difficult to relieve the sufferers. We 
should heve sympathy on them, since it is incumbent upon us, wha ate living 
confortably and in peace, to render our help, With thie end in view, we are 
sponsoring a campaign to ratse funds for emergency winter relief for our 
fellow countrymen in war areas, Measures will be taken for prompt remittance 
to them, The more money raised, the more lives will be saved. 


The significance of offering money for the salvation of the nation can not be 
overestimated, It has a much greater meaning than doing ueual charitable works. 
It is earnestly hoped that leaders of various circles and all patriotic com-
